To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District 

Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1972. 

The  Registrar  General's  figure  for  the  population  at  mid-year 
1972  was  33,620  an  increase  of  1,100  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  503  births  and  311  deaths 
compared  with  544  births  and  31 1 deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted 
birth  rate  for  the  district  of  14.6  compares  with  a national  rate  of 
14.8  per  1000  population  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  9.4 
compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  12.1  per  1000  population. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  and  malignant 
neoplasms  continued  as  in  previous  years  to  be  the  major  causes  of 
death.  Ischaemic  heart  disease  remains  the  greatest  single  cause, 
and  of  the  deaths  due  to  cancer,  the  lung  and  bronchus  were  the 
commonest  sites  of  origin.  There  were  7 deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  compared  with  6 last  year  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  1 4.0  per  1 000  live  births  compared  with  a national  figure  of 
17.0. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  incidence  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  year,  chiefly  due  to  measles. 

Few  changes  occurred  in  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
District.  Water  continued  to  be  supplied  by  three  undertakings 
and  all  but  one  of  33  samples  of  mains  water  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  proved  satisfactory.  The  unsatis- 
factory sample  was  followed  up  and  repeat  samples  from  the 
same  area  proved  satisfactory.  Samples  were  also  taken  from  124 
private  bores  and  In  13  of  these  bores  were  unsatisfactory. 
When  this  occurred  appropriate  advice  and  help  were  given  by 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 
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Routine  work  on  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  continued 
through  the  year  as  did  routine  work  on  housing,  inspection  of 
food  premises  and  the  inspection  of  meat. 

Atmospheric  pollution  on  the  North  Humber  Bank  continued 
to  be  monitored  and  a Liaison  meeting  attended  by  Government 
Department  and  Local  Authority  Officers  was  held  on  the  30th 
November,  1972.  Monitoring  continues  and  further  routine 
Liaison  meetings  are  planned. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff 
of  the  department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also 
to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council,  for  their  constant 
interest  and  support.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Mains  water  was  supplied  by  two  statutory  Water  Under- 
takings and  one  private  Estate  Company. 

The  areas  of  supply  are  as  follows :

All  mains  water  was  chlorinated  at  source.  Five  samples  were 
taken  for  chemical  analysis  from  mains  supplies  and  the  details 
are  set  out  In  the  table.  All  results  were  satisfactory.  A sample 
from  the  Dalton  Holme  mains  supply  and  a sample  from  a private 
bore  In  Dalton  Holme  parish  were  submitted  for  analysis  for 
nitrates  and  the  results  were  respectively,  21.8  and  23.7  p.p.m. 
nitrates  as  NO3. 

Thirty-three  samples  of  mains  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  22  from  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds 
Area)  Water  Board  area  of  supply,  6 from  the  Hull  Corporation 
areas  of  supply  and  5 from  the  Dalton  Holme  supply.  With  one 
exception  all  results  were  satisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  sample 
was  probably  due  to  the  putting  Into  use  of  a new  main  and 
subsequent  samples  from  the  same  area  proved  satisfactory. 

1 58  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken  from 
124  private  bores  and  of  these  19  samples  from  13  bores  were 
unsatisfactory.  The  use  of  one  of  these  1 3 bores  was  discontinued, 
the  supplies  from  two  were  improved  to  a satisfactory  standard 
and  the  owners  of  the  remainder  were  given  appropriate  advice. 

112  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  the  internal 
supply  system  at  Broadgate  Hospital  and  27  proved  unsatisfactory. 
Extensive  works  of  Improvement  were  made  to  the  supply  system 
during  the  year  and  contamination  of  the  supply  was  probably 
due  to  the  lack  of  proper  precautions  during  the  progress  of  this 
work.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  samples  were  satisfactory. 
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There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year.  In  view  of  the 
concern  expressed  in  connection  with  plumbo  solvency  In  certain 
parts  of  the  country,  a sample  of  water  which  had  stood  overnight 
In  a lead  supply  pipe  was  submitted  for  analysis.  The  sample  was 
found  to  contain  0.025  ppm.,  of  lead,  which  is  half  the  World 
Health  Organisations  limit. 

The  table  sets  out  the  numbers  of  houses  and  the  population 
served  by  the  various  categories  of  water  supply.  The  percentage  of 
houses  dependant  on  other  than  main  supplies  was  1.64%;  this 
compares  with  6.3%  in  1962  and  18.36%  In  1952. 

Sixty-nine  samples  from  the  South  Hunsley  School  swimming 
pool  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were 
satisfactory.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  sewage  treatment  works  at  North  Ferriby  which  form 
part  of  the  Swanland  and  North  Ferriby  Sewerage  Scheme  were 
completed  about  the  middle  of  the  year  and  were  put  into  service. 
The  connections  of  72  houses  in  Swanland  to  the  new  sewers  were 
made  shortly  thereafter. 

Work  on  the  Beswick  and  Kilnwick  Sewerage  Schemes, 
which  provides  main  drainage  facilities  for  85  houses  was 
commenced  early  in  the  year  and  was  completed  in  September. 

Tenders  for  the  Ellerker  and  Brantingham  Sewerage  Scheme 
and  for  the  extension  of  the  Bow  Bridge  Sewage  Treatment  Works 
were  accepted  and  it  is  anticipated  work  will  commence  early  in 
the  new  year. 
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A section  of  storm  sewer  was  constructed  at  Walkington  and 
a Scheme  to  provide  mains  drainage  facilities  for  houses  at  South 
Newbald  was  in  course  of  preparation. 

All  difficulties  arising  from  defective  and  blocked  drains  were 
dealt  with  informally.

KNACKERS  YARDS 

Nine  visits  were  made  to  the  two  Knackers  Yards,  both  of 
which  are  situated  in  the  parish  of  Woodmansey. 

Conditions  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  A com- 
plaint of  smell  during  warm  weather  from  the  yard  at  Hull  Road, 
Woodmansey  was  Investigated,  but  it  Is  anticipated  that  proposed 
extension  to  the  premises  will  provide  the  solution  to  this  problem. 

FOOD  POISONING 

29  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  involving  25  households 
were  brought  to  my  notice  and  Investigated  during  the  year. 

A total  of  52  faecal  samples  were  taken.  20  were  positive 
out  of  42  taken  from  suspected  cases.  None  was  positive  out  of 
1 0 taken  from  contacts. 
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HOUSING 


During  the  year  one  Demolition  Order  and  six  Closing  Orders 
were  made.  Six  condemned  houses  were  vacated,  two  of  the 
families  being  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

A total  of  679  houses  have  now  been  dealt  with  formally  under 
the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  and  539  houses  have  been 
Improved  following  informal  representations. 

The  construction  of  sixteen  three-bedroom  houses,  eight 
one-bedroom  bungalows  and  twenty-four  one-bedroom  flats 
was  commenced  at  Woodmansey  and  of  these,  four  bungalows 
and  the  twenty-four  flats  together  with  a Common  Room  block 
and  Warden's  flat  over,  are  to  comprise  a Grouped  Dwelling 
Scheme.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  six  of  the  houses  and  four  bunga- 
lows had  been  completed. 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  in  respect  of 
twenty-six  dwellings  and  for  Improvement  Grants  in  respect  of 
seventy-eight  dwellings. 

There  were  no  applications  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair. 

Ten  Provisional  Qualification  Certificates  and  fifteen  Quali- 
fication Certificates  were  issued  under  the  Housing  Act,  1969. 

The  Inspection  of  houses  in  the  district  was  continued,  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  those  which  did  not  comply  with  the  twelve- 
point  standard  and  encouraging  owners  to  improve  their  houses. 
Inspections  for  this  purpose  were  made  In  a further  six  parishes.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


A considerable  amount  of  monitoring  work  was  carried  out 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  district,  to  determine  the  level  of 
lead  pollution,  with  particular  reference  to  the  factory  owned  by 
Capper  Pass  & Son  Ltd.  An  eight  port  air  sampler  was  set  up 
at  the  Woodgates  Maternity  Home  and  deposit  gauges  were 
placed  in  appropriate  positions.  Samples  of  animal  offal  and 
carcase  meat  and  of  various  crops  used  for  animal  and  human 
consumption  were  submitted  for  analysis. 

Many  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  between  various 
authorities  and  government  departments  and  there  was  consider- 
able exchange  of  data  and  other  Information. 

Whilst  the  extent  of  contamination,  as  revealed  by  the 
results  obtained,  would  not  appear  to  constitute  a hazard  to  health 
monitoring  should  continue  and  every  effort  made  to  reduce 
contamination. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Work  Study  team  employed  by  the  Consortium  of 
authorities  In  the  East  Riding  completed  their  report  on  the 
Council's  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Service,  and  this  was 
accepted  by  the  Council  and  trade  union  concerned.  The  scheme 
was  put  into  operation  on  the  1 2th  April,  and  with  few  exceptions, 
since  that  date,  mainly  due  to  sickness,  the  scheduled  collections 
have  been  satisfactorily  maintained.  The  scheme  provides  for  six 
collection  rounds  with  a labour  force  of  28  men,  the  latter  being 
augmented  as  necessary  to  cater  for  absence  due  to  sickness  and 
holidays. 

A new  50  cu.  yd.  vehicle  was  purchased  in  November  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  fleet  comprised  one  50  cu.  yd.,  one 
45  cu.  yd.,  three  35  cu.  yd.  and  one  25  cu.  yd.  vehicles  with  one 
25  cu.  yd.  vehicle  as  a standby. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  continued  to  increase 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  11273  houses  were  receiving  a weekly 
collection,  130  houses  were  receiving  a fortnightly  collection 
leaving  only  47  isolated  houses  without  a service.  Weekly 
collections  were  also  given  to  some  250  schools,  shops,  hospitals 
and  other  non-domestic  premises. 

As  far  as  practicable  bulky  items  of  refuse  were  picked  up 
during  routine  collections  but  where  this  was  not  possible  special 
collections  were  made.  The  collection  of  litter  deposited  on 
highways  was  made  as  occasion  demanded. 

The  121  litter  bins  erected  in  various  locations  within  the 
district  were  emptied  weekly. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Two  Rodent  Operators  were  employed  full  time  on  inspections 
and  treatments.  3357  visits  were  made  to  992  premises  and  721 
infestations  were  found.  708  of  these  were  treated  by  the  Council, 
the  remainder  by  the  respective  occupiers.  All  dwelling  houses 
were  treated  free  of  charge  and  appropriate  charges  were  made  in 
respect  of  all  other  properties. 

All  sewerage  systems  were  treated  twice  during  the  year 
and  all  properties  owned  by  the  Council  were  inspected  and 
treated  as  necessary. 


FACTORIES 

There  were  sixty-one  factories  within  the  district  of  which 
fifty-eight  were  power  and  three  non-power.  Routine  inspections 
carried  out  during  the  year  showed  that  conditions  were  generally 
satisfactory.
